These plots were
about one rod wide by sixteen rods Ion;:,
and were arranged in two tiers on a tract
of bottom land. To jtuard against the er-

rors arising Irotn lack of uniformity in
the soil, twenty-nin- e duplicate plots of
one variety, Velvet Chad (l'enrjuite's
Velvet), were sown at intervals ol three
or five plots, and in the lollowing state-
ment each variety has heen compared
with the plots ol Velvet Chad
between vhieh it lay. It is
practically impossible in an ex-

periment ol this kind to secure ex-

actly the same yield irom two adjoining
lots of land, however similar they may
be in appearance, owing to the it invoid-nbl- o

enors that creep in in seeding, har-
vesting and thteshing. V"e consider
that a difference in yield between two
plots of six pounds, or a bushel to the
acre, is quite within the limits of prob-
able error, and that under most circum-
stances it is not sale to base any conclu-
sions upon a smaller dillerenco than
two bushels or more, unless suoh ditler-enc- e

be confirmed by publication.
Tho averago yield ol the 2'J plots of

Velvet Chall was H.).4 bushels, rangini:
liom 22j to 2S1 bushels. Tho greatest
vaiiation between neighboring plots of
Velvet was 2J bushels, whilo the mean
variation was 1.1 bushcL AVheio the
variation exceeded this mean there
were evident variations in the soil.

In this experiment tho following
twelve varieties yielded at tho rate of
four to five bushels per acre moro than
the Velvet Chall; Valley, and its
synonym.
